The Fall of Man —Was it coincidence that 
almost immediately following the recommendations 
of the Lambeth Conference arging Christian 
Reunion based on “ The Holy Scriptures, as the 
record af Gad's revelation of Himeclf to man, and 
as being the rule and ultimate standard of faith” 
(together with the Nicene and Apostles’ Creeds), 
a notable Canon of Westminster Abbey should 
have stated in «a sermon before the British Asso. 
ciation that “ Christian thinkers had now found it 
necessary to abanden the doctrine of the Fall of 
Man, and the arguments deduced from it by theo- 
logians, from St. Paul downwards"? Naturally, 
seized upon this outburst, and 
as Rt emanated during what has been generally 
styled “ the silly season,” the subject has received 
all the attention, as wel: as criticiam, it might be 
expected to arouse. “From some fundamental 
stuff in the universe the electrons arose. From 
them came matter. From matter life emerged.
